1465, conquered most of the country 
to the north, founded Bikaner city in 
1488, and died in 1504,

present at the battle near that city in 
which Maldeo was defeated by Sher 
Shah, gave his daughter in marriage 
to Akhbar in 1570, and died in the 
following year. 

Son of Kalyan Singh; he was the first 
Raji of Bikaner and one of Akbar’s 
most distinguished generals ; gave his 
daughter in marriage to prince Salim 
(afterwards the emperor Jabangir), 
built the main fort of Bikaner, and 
died in 1611. 

Son of Rai Singh; incurred the imperial 
displeasure, was imprisoned at Ajmer, 
and was killed while attempting to 
escape in 1613. 

Another son of Rai Singh; regained the 
favour of the emperor, and died on 
service in the Deccan in 1631, 

Son of Sur Singh; in the struggle for 
empire between the sons of Shah 
Jahan, he threw in his lot with Au- 
rangzeb; subsequently served in the 
Deccan, where he died (1669),
